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The December 1986 issue of the Quill (circulation 22,600), 
the publication of The Society of Professional Journalists, 
Sigma Delta Chi, carried a special 15-page section on the 
tobacco ad ban issue. 

The issue published the viewpoints of four people. 

Mike Moore, the Quill 1 s editor, wrote an editorial favoring 
a ban on tobacco advertising (The Tobacco Shell Game). 

Dr. Alan Blum, founder of DOC (Doctors Ought to Care), 
presented a lengthy article (The Great Tobacco Ad Ban 
Debate) outlining many of his anti-tobacco arguments 
favoring a ban. The purpose of his article was clearly 
threefold; 

— to detail the anti-tobacco activist's arguments against 
cigarettes and for a ban on tobacco advertising 

— to activate journalists to investigate the tobacco 
industry and to cover tobacco issues 

— to encourage publishers to voluntarily ban tobacco 
advertising in their publications, as the quote below 
clearly spells out*, 

"Meanwhile, though, if the publisher of a newspaper or 
a magazine became convinced that the preponderance of 
scientific evidence proved beyond any reasonable doubt 
that tobacco products cause disease and premature death 
on a staggering scale, it wouldn't be difficult for him 
or for her to construct an ethical case for rejecting 
tobacco advertising — on a voluntary basis." 

Harris Rayl, editor and publisher of The Salina Journal 
(Salina, Kansas) wrote a short article (A Newspaper Kicks 
the Habit) on why his newspaper chose to voluntarily ban 
tobacco advertising. Rayl claims that there were no net 
negative results from the ban and encourages other 
newspapers to ban tobacco advertising as well. 

Finally, Scott Ward, Professor of Marketing, Wharton School 
at the University of Pennsylvania, presents the tobacco 
industry defense that cigarette advertising is brand 
oriented and targeted to current smokers.
